GENERAL CARLOS P. ROM- 
ULO, last man off Bataan be- 
fore surrender, winner of 1941 
Pulitzer Prize for Interpreta- 
tive Correspondence, past 
vice-president of Rotary Inter- 
| national. Throughout the 
battle for the Philippines, 
General Romulo fought side 
by side with General Mac- 
Arthur as his aide-de-camp, 
confidant, and friend. His 
escape from Bataan in an old 
plane fished from the bay (and 
an easy target for antiaircraft guns) to join Mac- 
Arthur in Australia is one of the most exciting 
stories to come out of the war in the Pacific. Gen- 
eral Romulo holds the degree of A.B. from the 
University of the Philippines, M.A. from Columbia 
University, and an honorary LL.D. from Notre 
Dame. Until driven out by the Japs, he was editor 
and publisher of the D.M.H.M. newspapers and 
managing director for two radio stations in the 
Philippines. In 1939 he was granted one of the 
two exclusive interviews ever granted by President 
Roosevelt. He is an effective speaker because of his 
mastery of English, his gift for apt and vivid 
phrases, and a personal magnetism which is con- 
stantly communicated to his audience. He will 
address the Friday morning General Session on 
“America’s Stake in the Pacific.” 


ROBERT ST. JOHN had a 
long and successful career as 
reporter and editor before the 
dramatic and hazardous se- 
quence of war experiences. 
Born in Oak Park, Illinois, he 
received his early education 
there and at St. Alban’s in II- 
linois, leaving St. Alban’s in 
1917 to enlist in the Navy. He 
was then only sixteen years 
old. Returning from France 
at the end of the first World 

, War, he entered Trinity Col- 
lege for further study. In the early 20’s he and his 
brother began publication of a small chain of pa- 
pers in the Middle West. They attempted, through 
the paper they published in Cicero, to drive Al 
Capone out of the Chicago suburbs, but were driven 
out themselves. 

In 1931, Mr. St. John joined the Associated Press 
in New York and was made city editor. A year 
later he took a leave of absence and retired to a 
farm in New Hampshire, where he divided his 
hours between raising chickens and writing. In the 
summer of 1939, he rejoined the Associated Press 
and, believing that war in Europe was imminent, 
asked to be sent abroad. Arriving in Paris the day 
before war began, he immediately went to Buda-

pest, then on to the Balkans . . . thus beginning the 
war odyssey which took him through twenty-nine 
countries and has brought him fame. 

A top-flight reporter, a sound analyst and inter- 
preter of the news, Mr. St. John possesses a rare 
sensitivity to humanity . .. particularly to “the 
little people.”

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GOVERNOR JIM NANCE 
McCORD was born in Bedford 
County. His early education 
was in the rural schools of 
that county. In his early life 
he was a traveling salesman. 
He became affiliated with the 
Marshall County Gazette and 
for many years was its editor 
and publisher. 

As a member of the county 
court of Marshall County and 
as mayor of Lewisburg, he has 
ever been a friend of public 
education. He attained a national reputation as an 
authority on Jersey cattle and as an auctioneer. 
During his long tenure as mayor of Lewisburg, he 
seldom, if ever, had an opponent. When the state 
was redistricted and a vacancy existed in Congress 
from the Fifth Congressional District, he was elect- 
ed without opposition. When he announced his 
candidacy for the Democratic nomination for the 
governorship of Tennessee, no other candidate an- 
nounced, and he became the nominee of the Demo- 
cratic party without opposition. Early in his can- 
didacy, he announced he would support an actuari- 
ally sound retirement system for the teachers of 
Tennessee. The present retirement act was en- 
acted soon after he became governor. 


Governor McCord is one of the oustanding ora- 
tors of the nation, and will enter soon on his second 
term as governor of Tennessee.

Having 
served in the U. S. Army in World War I (with the 
405th Aerial Squadron), Mr. Dossett has been ac- 
tive in the American Legion since its inception and 
has held various offices in that organization. In 
1936, he resigned from his office of state commander 
of the Legion in order to become a candidate for 
governor. Before accepting his present position, 
Mr. Dossett was for several years manager of the 
Knoxville district office of the Federal Social Se- 
curity Agency. One of the founders of the Young 
Democratic Club, he has served as vice-president of 
this organization for East Tennessee.
